TAPS 

As night came to the humid, 
rolling hills of Virginia in July 
of 1862, an eerie silence would 
sometimes fall. In both Union and 
Confederate camps the wounded were 
being tended, the dead mourned. 
The piercing, melancholy sounds of 
the buglers would bid the day 
goodby and break the stillness. 
On one of these nights, Union 
General Daniel Butterfield 
listened closely to the sounds of 
these bugles. He thought they 
should capture more closely what 
the soldiers were feeling. And so 
he decided to write a melody. 
Whistling and writing by 
candl el i ght , he composed a melody 
and gave it to his company bugler 
to play. Thus the first rendition 
of "Taps" echoed through the 
countryside. Its mournful strains 
were soon played by other buglers 


on both sides and became part of 
the legacy of the WETS.

Fort Magruder, a Confederate 
fort, has been located at the 
corner of Ben White Blvd. and 
Congress Ave. in the Northwest 
quadrant. The only fly in the 
ointment is that in the work to be 
done to expand Ben White, a great 
deal of the fart's visible remains 
will be lost.
